Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: Although the prior art discloses BSA-peptide albumin 
conjugates, none of these conjugates utilized an antiviral 
peptide such as DP-178. Moreover, it appears that the general 
consensus in the art was that a DP-178-BSA bioconjugate would 
probably not be an effective antiviral composition because of 
steric hindrance induced by BSA (see Applicants' affidavits and 
arguments submitted in the most recent response) . Accordingly, 
the claims are unobvious in view of the prior art. The amended 
claims accurately define the applicants' invention and are of 
such scope that the specification provides an enabling 
disclosure. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must
